LABOR DAY 


Announcement that 530,000 persons in 
Canada are out of work is not the kind of 
news to stir up enthusiasm for any sort of 
a public celebration, But at least there 
never was a time when the necessity and 
the value of labor were so apparent and 
10 widely recognized as when a half mil- 
lion Cana ns cannot find the opportun- 
ity to earn a living 

That, basically, is why there is a de 
pression in Canada, as a corresponding 
measure of unemployment is the reason 
for the depression being equally scrious or 
more serious in other countries. Clearly 
the world cannot be guaranteed against 
periods of business stagnation and gen- 
eral hardship until in some way or other 
a condition is brought about in which those 
who must have wages can find work 

That is the message that Labor Day 
of 1931 carries for the people of this Do- 
minion and all other lands. 


THOSE LANES OF OURS 

It is proposed to include the grading 
and gravelling of lanes in the relief work 
program of the city. With contributions 
at the usual rate from the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, the proposal is to 
do this work at a cost to the owner of an 
abutting lot of $1.35 per year for ten 
years 

On that basis there should be a vast 
amount of lane improvement done during 
the fall and spring. If that does not oc- 
cur it will certainly not be for the want of 
opportunity. Few lanes in the city have 
been paved or gravelled. Consequently 
all of them but these few exceptions are 
quagmires in wet weather, and of corres- 
pondingly little use. 

Because of that, deliverymen in most 
parts of the city simply ignore the lanes 
and do their delivering from the streets, 
incidentally tramping over the boulevards 
and front lawns, with results not helpful 
to their appearance. And not infrequent- 
ly the householder brings the family car 
in by the same route, knowing that he 
would get stuck if he ventured into the 
morass that lies beyond his back fence. 

As supplementary to the street im- 
provement program on which the city is 
engaged, lane improvement is very much 
in order. At the cost stated the engineer- 
ing department should be swamped with 
petitions to have lanes made something 
more than mere strips of unused and at 
times unusable land. 


TIM BUCK AND G., B. 

The Conservative Government of On- 
tario has rounded up and is prosecuting 
Mr. Tim Buck, along with a number of 
other parties with curious names, on the 
ground that he has been carrying on acti- 
vities calculated to disturb the foundations 
of representative government. 

At the same time the Southam-owned 
string of Conservative newspapers has 
bought from Mr. George Bernard Shaw, 
and is publishing for the edification of 
Canadian readers, a series of articles in 
which that talented disruptionist de- 
nounces democracy and lauds sovietism 
in language more plausible and more dan- 
gerous than any that the luckless Tim 
Buck could either use or understand 

The question arises, just where does 
this business of offending against the se- 
curity of the state begin and end’? If Mr 
George Bernard Shaw is entitled to ex 
plode his rhetorical bombs under the 
foundations of representative government 
and get well paid for doing it by Conserva- 
tive newspapers, why is Mr. Tim Buck 
brought into custody for attacking those 
foundations with his cruder and less effe: 
tive weapons? 

If Mr. Tim Buck should be in jail, why 
should Mr. Shaw be bribed to carry on the 
same destructive operations by infinitely 
more dangerous methods? And what 
about Conservative newspapers—of all 
papers——-which pay Mr. Shaw good money 
for doing what the Conservative Govern 
ment of Ontario wants to jail Mr. Tim 
Buck for doing? The Southam papers, it 
would appear, claim for themselves a 
monopoly in the right to propagate bolshe- 
vism in Canada

But the danger of that diversion h 
become apparent. The Premier has been 
understood in some quarters as proposing 
the Banff-Jasper road as an alternative 
cheme It has even been stated that the 
lirect highway is not practicable, becaus: 
the Government of British Columbia 
not in a financial position to bring the 
highway from Jasper to Kamloops up to 
rrans-Canada standard 

That may or may not be the case. Cet 
tinly if the Dominion Government gives 
the same measure of assistance to the 
completion of this roadway that it will 
have to give toward the building of the 
rrans-Canada, there will be no financial 
difficulty in making the Jasper-Kamloops 
road safe, dependable and satisfactory. — 

That highway is now “in being” from 
Kamloops to Blue River. And every day 
in Summer motor cars race the trains of 
the Canadian National Railway along that 
whole stretch, not infrequently getting the 
better of the race. Whatever standard 
may be adopted for the Trans-Canada, a 
highway on which motor cars can and do 
travel at from fifty to sixty miles per hour 
is one that can be brought up to that 
standard at no great expense 

For Edmonton and for central Alberta 
there is no possible substitute for the 
opening up of the direct highway through 
Jasper to the junction with the Trans- 
anada at Kamloops, and for the raising 
of this trunk roadway to the same stand- 
ard as the Trans-Canada. Without that. 
Edmonton would be simply left out in the 
wilds so far as tourist traffic is con- 
cerned, and the construction of the Banff 
Jasper highway would be a menace rather 
than a blessing to this city and this part 
of the province

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question: Jean writes: “My ear ha 
been draining pus for about four 
months since I had my ear drum 
lanced because of a bad ear ache. I 
tried a six-day orange juice fast, but 
the drainage has not stopped.” 

“aswer: You should not be discour- 
aged, as it often takes some time to 
stop the drainage, and it may even he 
necessary to repeat the fast two or 
three times. T would suggest that you 
take an orange juice or tomato juice 
fast for at least ten days, then be 
careful to adhere to a  non-starchy 
alkaline forming diet. Local ultra- 
violet light treatments applied to the 
ear often bring about surprising cures 
because of the sterilizing effect of 
the rays. 

Question: A Mother says “My 
baby crie frequently although he 
seems to be in good health. Isn't there 
some danger of his injuring his lung 
crying so much?” 

Answer: If the baby appears to be 
in good health and the dict is properly 
balanced, there is no particular need 
to worry about the baby's crying, as it 
seems natural for all babies to cry to 
some extent and this develops their 
lungs. The baby should, however, be 
carefully watched to see that the cry- 
ing is not caused by discomfort.
